Hi fellow Anchorites, 


I was at the Hamvention for the first time last weekend and have some 
general observations, comments about equipment I saw and what I came home 
with and some questions. 


First, I figured that although I was waiting at the gate at 8AM Friday there 
would have been a lot of vendor trading from dawn onward. What I hadn't 
thought about was all day Thursday! Three of the vendors that I talked to 
told me about the great stuff they bought on Thursday or the things they 
sold that day. So I guess the hard core collector would want to not only 
buy a vendor space but get there Thurs morning to shop. Of course it would 
be best to at least put something out for sale on Fri... the Hamvention 
folks were going around on Friday afternoon taking down the space numbers 
with vehicles but no signs of things for sale. 


I saw a lot of boatanchor equipment, but what was "left" by Friday afternoon 
was either obscure, really beat up or quite high priced, as you'd expect. I 
have a liking for some of the more obscure things, so did OK there, and did 
dip into the high priced stuff a bit. Just had to have that DM-28 dynamotor 
and that 3 receiver command set rack... Of course not much money by most 
standards. 


But I found (and bought!) a nice combination of things at 4 vendors: 


An R-4A/ARR-2 receiver with the "wrong" dynamotor at one space, and its 
"right" DY-1/ARR-2X dynamotor on somebody's trunk lid. 


A 2 position receiver rack in gray with Aircraft Radio Corp. R-34A receiver 
and B-13-I Converter, (rcvr has a solid state dynaverter), and an ARC gray 
dynamotor (from that trunk lid) that looks like it'd work. And two control 
boxes that look like they're for the same series equipment at another 
vendor. 


Also from the control box vendor: a C-744/ARC-5 control "box" for a 190 to 
550kcs receiver. 


Question time: 


So what was the R-R/ARR-2 used for? It has the same form factor as the 
command sets and looks like it'd fit right into the standard rack. The DY-1 
is a 14V unit, and the receiver itself is all mini tubes except for the 12A6 
I see in there. Looks like low band vhf, with four 9001 RF amps(!!) tuned 
from the front panel and the rest tuned via spline shaft, with numbers from 
1 to ? that show up through a hole in the front panel.. 


The aircraft radio units are date stamped in 1961 and were repaired in 1981. 
The R-34A apparently tunes the aircraft AM band and has 11 submini tubes 
tucked away inside. It and the companion "converter" are also command set 
look-alikes and the main difference between their rack and a WWII command 
set rack is no front panel jacks or switches and the converter has two rear 
connectors. Would this have been a military or civilian setup? One of the 
ARC control boxes is for two receivers (aircraft band and 190-550kcs) and an 
8 or 10 channel transmitter. What transmitter would have gone with this 
setup? 


The C-744/ARC-5 control is meant to be mounted in a panel and looks like 
brand new 1960 or '70 vintage; all black with modern knobs and hardware. 
Did those ARC Q5ers live on into the Vietnam era?

It is probably a U.S. Navy model TDQ that the FAA purchased (or was given 
second hand). The TDQs (RCA, and yes, VHF) were used for ground-to-air and 
ship-to-air communication at the very end of WWII, and stayed in service 
for a _very_ long time. In that respect, they are like BC-640s, the Signal 
Corps VHF ground-to-air box - they lasted forever! 


I think the thing uses 829As, but do not quote me on that. The lower shelf 
of the unit is a power supply, so do not worry about having to provide 
high voltage.

There are quite a few of them around, so do not despair if it gets chopped 
up, but yes, try to save it. It is really a nice looking unit, both inside 
and out.

Eastman Chemical Company, my former employer, ran Holston Army Ammunition 
Plant making RDX, HMX, and C4 explosives. During the Gulf war, the 
military approached us about making the explosives for a modernized version 
of the "bunker busters" used in WWII to destroy German submarine pens in 
their concrete bunkers. It seems that there were a few underground bunkers 
in Iraq that were resistant to anything in our arsenal except nuclear 
weapons. The design called for the use of HMX (high melting point 
explosive) with a few special additives to stabilize the explosive while 
the bomb was penetrating the 50 or so of sand above the bunker (getting 
quite hot in the process). While the guidance and fuzing were modernized, 
the basic design was still almost identical to the WWII design. 


Part way into the program, the military suddenly told us to quit. They 
were pretty hesitant to tell us why because of the egg on their face. And 
this is the Boatanchor connection with this post. 


The "bunker busters" were so big that no modern aircraft was capable of 
carrying them. Weight was not a problem but excessive length was. Someone 
finally remembered that the Lancaster was the only bomber with this 
capability! If the Gulf war had not ended so soon, I suspect they would 
have built a Lancaster just for this purpose. That would have been an 
interesting sight - a big old Lancaster with supersonic and stealth 
escorts!

Hi! 


On Wed, 20 May 1998, Brian Harris wrote: 
> What is Isolantite? 


Why, it's steatite, more or less! <grin> But that's a non-answer. 
Isolantite is a porcelain ceramic material of specific composition and 
very fine "grain" which will hold fine detail nearly as well as bone 
china; it requires xvery*x high firing temperatures, and was developed in 
Europe in the late '20s or early '30s. (Possibly France--my source 
material is a couple of Millen's one-page advert/columns in "QST" and he's 
not real specific). The US was a little late in getting isolantite--we 
didn't have kilns that were hot enough! 


...I£ we are very fortunate, Barry will go into the chemical 
composition of this stuff. Plain riverbank clay, it ain't! But it isa 
clay-like substance. Although it is not incredibly strong (oh, to have a 
nickel for each of the standoff insulators I have cracked by trying to get 
the screws too tight!), it has a combination of mechanical & electrical 
properties that make it extraordinarily useful in electronic work: it has 
high breakdown voltage up through at least the low UHF range, it is more 
rigid than most good insulators, and the ability to hold fine detail means 
you can mold it in all sort of special shapes, have screw threads in it, 
etc.. Usable frequency range is wider than hard rubber, Bakelite, etc. 
and it's got superior mechanical performance than glass. 


Until sufficiently stiff teflon (PTFE) insulators became available in 
the late 1950s, the big coaxial transmission lines used by high power 
transmitting installations used isolantite spacers of cruciform shape; I 
know of at least one 5kW AM'er that is xstill* using such line, and I 
think one of the TV stations I have visited has the stuff in the line 
between their (50kW) standby transmitter & antenna--these installations 
are on the order of 40-50 years old, so you can see it holds up well. 


One of the big suppliers in the old days was an outfit called Lapp; 
among their wierder products was a big helix of hollow square-section 
isolantite--what is is, is an RF choke for running the cooling water 
through water-cooled tubes! ...This gives an indication of just how 
versatile the stuff is. 


(The x*limitations*x of ceramics gave rise to the "push-pull" base 
insulator for self-supporting towers, two opposed hemicones with a bolt 
through the points and into the base, tower leg to a band where the wide 
ends face each other; story is, the stuff is stronger in compression than 
in tension, so cranking down the bolt properly keeps the thing in 
compression even when the wind blows and produces upward force on the 
tower legs facing the wind. They look crazy but they sure do work!) 


Nowadays, a big source of such ceramic is the Coors beer company--yes, 
the same very fine grain structure that makes it so handy for holding 
detailed shapes makes (unglazed) isolantite the ideal material for 
"cold-filtering" beer. When you see a big insulator on a power line, 
think of a tall cold one, as odds are that insulator is a Coors. :) 
(*Youx "tap the Rockies," bub--that's a 50kV line!)
